LONDON PAPERS. 

It has been resolved upon, we understand, as 
soan as the French army violutes tb» Spanish 
territory, tu declare the sovereignty of the Bour 
bons over Spain extinct for over ! Ferdiaand, 
ani (he whole of his family, are to be conveyed 
to Cadiz, where they are to be kept till the ter. 
mination of the war. ‘Tbe next measure will be 
a tender of the Spanish crown to the house 
of Braganza, to which, exclusive of high politi- 
cal considerstions, the upright conduct of the 
king of Portugal, since he has become a conati- 
tuiional sovereign, has contributed, Should 
he accept the proffered digoity, of which no 
doubt is enterlained, the two kingdoms ere to 
be formed into one, under the title of the Uoit- 
ed Kingdom of Spein and Portugal. By along 
stunding treaty with Portagal, they ere bound 
to assist that kingdom in ease cf attack; and 





must be quite evident to them thut the prirci- 
ples ailuded to ìn that part of his mejesty’s 
speech, were promulgated in the circular note 
which had been written and addressed te the 
various governments of Europe, by a deer and 
ever-to be lamented friend of his, in the year 
1821, Ie that note, which had reference to « 
situation of affairs, end te views of policy, in 
some respects (altheugh certainly not in all) re- 
sembiing the present, the government of this 
country head distinctiy declared what wes the 
principle of the law of nations on which they 
founded their proceedings. It referred to Spain 
as it referred to Naples. The principle wan 
this —that every country was the best judge of 
the wey in which it might he most beneficially 
goveraed,—that every country was the best 
judge of the nature of the politicel institutions 
which it might most advantageousy edopt.— 
Bat his majesty’s government did not rest the 
present Case only upon the general declaration 
of prìncip!e to which he hadalladed. That ge- 
neral declaratien was accempanied by its com- 
ments in the debates of the time. And this he 
was persoaded he might assert, without fear of 
contradiction, that on that occasion his msjes- 
ty'e government had made « most explicit state- 
ment of their sentiments, a statement perfectly 
applicable to the transactions at present taking 
place with respect to Spsin. A noble baron 
epposite bad, indeed, admitted that he was se- 
tetied with the explanations into whieh his ma- 
jesty’sgovernment hadtheoentered. He would 
now say that his mejesty’e government had all 
slang viewed the question of Spain as one per- 
feetly clear, es one on which there could be no 
doubt of the applicability of che principles which 
he had been describing ; because it was a ques- 
tion exclusively constitutional in Spain, and be- 
cause what had taken place on the subject in 
Spein, was confined to interests purely Spanish. 
‘Fhe Spenierds had not (as in other countries 
hed been done) mixed up eztraneous considera- 
tous with those io which they were themselves 
nativnally concerned. Daurìng the war they had 
resolved upon certain chaoges in their constitu- 
tion, and that eonstitution so modified, hsd been 
recognised and acknowledged by Great Britain. 
If that copstitutioa still wasted correction, it 
was in tbe power cf tbe Spaniards, and they had 
the right to correct it, under their lawful sove- 
reign. That being the situation of Spain, what- 
ever shudes of difkordane might ezist as to the 
ezpediency of the interference of foreign ostions 
in any other ceases, there was no ground what- 
ever for any interference with the Spenierds.— 
To justify eny foreign interference, it must at 
least be showa that {bose who led the public at- 
fairs of Spain, wished to extend their operstions 
to other countries, But, efter their unequieo- 
cal di-claimer of any object ef that kind, na 
such justification ezisted.
